Lr.tejt from Alaska— Gold Diggings. 

■ Mr. Phillipson of tho schoono'r Nellie 
Bades, of Sitka, arrived down by tho 
California from Alaska yesterday'. Ho 
BftyB that he left Sitka on tho 17th of May 
•li^tin hlH BOhooner, bound for a trading 
cruise.' He had on board two proai>eotor3 
— Anlt and Clark— for Keniii river, which 
empties into Cook'.s Inlet. t)n arrival at 
Kenni river they found that a party that 
weat up the river two years before had 
found gold diggings; but that in conse- 
quence ot one of their partners, who was 
sent to Kodiao for provisions with ?1()00 
in gold, being drowned, they were com- 
pallod to leave or submit to starvation. 
Anlt and Clark built ji lioat and a^ocndod 
the river on the 21st of June, fall of hope 
and sanguine of success. 

A disturbance had occurred amongst 
the Indians at Sitka through drink, six 
of whom ware killed. At the reqnost of 
the Chiefs the Commanding OfKcer ha;i 
interdicted the salo of molasses and sugar 
so that tbo natives cannot make any more 
Hoot-ze-noo or alcohol.

Devoured by a Missionary. 

"Of all kinds of boarders,']' said Mr. 
Maguffin, "the most voracious is the 
theological student. What there may 
be in the study of theology to sharpen 
aa mn's appetite I am unable to deter- 
mine, but it is true, nevertheless, that 
tbo student of divinity is tho most 
powerful of famine breeders. The 
young man roared in tho city is apt to 
make a wretched round of so-called 
dissipations, sleep in the close ale of a 
sm'all room, arid come to the table 
with an appetite that is quickly satis- 
fied; tho man of businefis -feeds him- 
self with tlio same purpose that an en- 
gineer replonishes tho tire under his 
boiler, and stows his provisions as he 
would load a\ab^p, with neatness and 
dispatch; the "man who is healthy 
enough to he, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, a hearty eater, finds his 
food poorly cooked and uuinvitingly 
served, and goes from tho table early; 
but tho theological student laughs and 
talks and eats, eats, eats. Perhaps it 
isn't the study of theology that im- 
proves his appetite; it may be that 
pure air, correct habits, and healthful 
exerciflo have given him that blessed 
source of enjoy mont ; but whatever tho 
cause, after I hod seen him eat I was 
led regretfully to discredit as illogical 
the harrowing tales that found circu- 
lation in tho Sunday-Bchool books of 
our cliililliuud cniicoriung tho eating 
of tho miHHioiiary by the savages, and 
subsecjuent oveutB have coiilirined my 
belief . that those stories are 
not grounded in fact. Not many years 
ago I lived in an excellent boarding 
house that sheltered about fifteen am- 
bry o ministers, nearly all of whom had 
already taken ou something of tho 
breadth and courtesy and kindliness 
that should distinguish their noble 
calling, and a jollier, happier, more 
even-tempered band I never met. They 
discussed theology with tho zeal and 
clearness that is coexistent with youth , 
and they discussed the provisions with 
a gusto that was appalling to the land- 
lady. It was fortunate for them that 
she was a religious woman ; she provid- 
ed liberally; but she always went to 
prayer meeting on the day that the 
butcher's bill was sent in. At last 
there came irom souio fui off iulnnd in 
tho Southern seafl, a call for a mis- 
sionary, and one of our young men, 
whoso seminary days were over, brave- 
ly buckled on his armour for the work. 
Thoughts of approaching departure 
for a distant unknown land might dim 
his eyes, but not his appetite. At that 
laat dinner he ate the bill of fare irom 
A to Z, without a b>eak save for dur- 
pliofites of his favorite dishes, then he 
packed a carpet bag with provisions to 
carry aboard ship. From the time of 
his arrival in tho heathen country we 
received from him monthly letters that 
were the admiration of the boarding 
house. Suddenly his missives ceasefd. 
"Week after week rolled by, and month 
after month, and stUl no letter: and 
joy over his zealous labouring in an 
arduous field gave way to desponden- 
cy; even the landlady, who, now that 
be and his fellows were gone, w. ■ 
growing rich, shared the general de- 
pression, and wished that he was safe- 
ly back and she in debt again; the 
whole boai'diu:^ house settled gloomi- 
4y into a conviction that ho had been 
devoured by tbo savages. It was at 
this mournful juncture that the ener- 
getic and philosophic Magruder came 
to the front with tho suggestion that 
we write to tho agent in tho .Sand- 
wich Islands and get him to send 
the missionary ship to see what had 
befallen our missing friend. The 
appeal was not in vain. Piling on 
sail the skipper laid bis course for the 
equator. As he neared tho island of 
his destination ho descried through 
his telescope a lean and agilo savage 
bounding frantically down the moun- 
tain side, and close behind in hot 
pursuit was a portly white man. It 
was nip and tuck till they reached the 
beach, and there on level ground the 
leader made tho bettor time, and 
springing into a canoe he paddled 
away as if for dear life, leaving the 
white man gnashing his teeth on the 
shore. Plying his paddle with the 
energy of desperation the savage made 
a bee line for tho ship, and clambering 
up her sid.-B ho foil ujiou the dock 
gasping, 'Missionary eatoo nlloo up 
but mo — o!' Taking in the situation 
dt a glance, tho skipper promptly 
broke cargo and took ashore a small 
boat load of provisions; and when the 
missionary had eaton his fill, tho story 
of tho depopulated island was quickly 
told: — Tho sloroof provisions left with 
the iiiissiouary was thought sufliciont 
for hia wants uuvil the ship should 
come again; but tho ozono or some- 
thing else in tho atmosphore had ho 
extraordinarily dovolopcd his appetite 
that ho ato up everything long within 
tho allotted time, and then ho was 
compelled to decide wliethorho should 
lot tho savages eat him or eat tho sav- 
ages himself; his decision, lot us hope, 
resulted in the survival of tho fittest. 
He was tried after by tho Missionary 
Board Tho lono savage whom ho had 
once endeavoured to eat swore point 
blank tl.at the inisnionary had in every 
instance converted his victim before 
eating him, and on this testimony the 
missionary was acquitted; but over 
afterward llio board took care that ho 
should bo us!signcdto some station not 
far away from tho general depot of 
supplies."— JV. Y. Sun.

The Visit of the Governor-General 

IFrom thu Sau FiViaclHCU BulU'tlu, Aiit;. 23.J 

The visit of Lord and Lady Duffer- 
in to tho Paciijc Coast dominions oi 
Queen Victoria has not mollified the 
wrath of British Columbiana. They 
still clamor for tho Carnervon terms 
or separation. They want tho bond 
and will be satisfied with nothing 
lo:!B. No monetary compensation will 
satisfy them for the loss of the rail- 
road. If this feeling continues the 
visit of tho Governor-General will have 
accompl'shod noohing. AVorso, it will 
havo called forth an unmistakable ex- 
pression of opinion that tho people of 
the Province wan t and will be satis- 
fied with nothing less than the fulfill- 
ment of the original ogreement. 
Joining the Canadian Confederation 
never has done them any good. Tho 
only benefit they have derived is an 
increase of taxation to keep a Govern- 
ment i^jOOp, :^iles away with which 
they hKvfe'littlfe if anything in com- 
mon. 

Tho notion of Lord DufTerin in re- 
fusing to receive an oddress expressive 
of the views entertained by tho Pro- 
vince is ominous. It indicates that the 
Canadian Government is np]b disposed 
to back down. The only redress ^ow 
for the Colonists is a petition to the 
Crown. Certainly the policy of Great 
Britain toward her colonics has won- 
derfully changed within the hundred 
year.s. Tho people of British Colum- 
bia will have a respectful hearing in Lon- 
don. But the home govornnsent will 
be placed in an awkward position in 
acting as arbiter. Tho practical way 
out of the difficulty is to allow British 
Columbia to withdraw from the Con- 
federation. If this should be the 
result, the first great attempt at con- 
federation of England's possessions 
abroad will have proved a partial 
failure. 

But separation from the Dominion 
of Canada probably implies somethiug 
more. It means ultimate annexation 
to the United States. Such a proced- 
ure may take years for its consumma- 
tion, but matters must gravitate in 
that direction. To ignore the wants 
and views of British Columbia will 
only augment the feeling of the peo- 
ple for annexatiori tb this country. 
I'ho majority of the British settlers in 
San Juan Island have remained there 
and become citizens of the United 
States. They find they are as well oflf 
under the sheltering togis of the 
American eagle aS: tl?e'^BritiBh;.;lion. 
There is a large American ' pbpalation 
in British Columbia. American man- 
ners and customs prevail there in a 
greater degree than in any other por- 
tion of the British possessions on this 
Continent. Trade and travel set 
toward the ¥nited' .;StiiteB.^ .f Qranmer- 
cially BritisTi^, Colimbik'^is' now a 
territory of the American Union, and 
it will only be the iiatural sequence of 
events for it to become so politically. 

A Mother of Twenty-five Children,

About sixty miles east of Albany, 
on the Boston road, is situated the 
town of Washington, Mass. High up 
among the Berkshire hills, it has little 
to boast of, either in . soil or popula- 
tion. It is ono of those characteristic 
Now England towns in which the in- 
habitants love to repeat tho saying, 
when asked, "what can you raise 
here?" "We build schoolhouses and 
raise men.,',' Ex-C|;oyenor [|^J^,Morgan 
was one of the products of this town. 
Not far from hia birthplace resides to- 
day a family by tho name of Tettro. 
The husband, Isaac, was born in 
Canada in 1819, but has been a resi- 
dent of this country for over twenty 
years. V^Then about 32 - years of age 
he married to Lydia Doras, a widow 
with three childifen, making 25 in all 
which she has brought into the world. 
Sho was fifty-six years old when her 
last child waa born. Of this numer- 
ous progeny there was only one pair 
of twins; two only died in infancy; 
seven died after attaining their growth, 
and sixteen are living. 'Ten were boys 
and fifteen were girls. Tho second 
crop, or grandchildroUj at present 
numbers lliirty-lhreo. 

The mother of this great family was 
one of sixteen children by the name 
of Shoppard. She was married when 
she was sixteen and widowed five 
years after, in which state she remain- 
ed three yeors. Her married life, 
therefore, comprises thirty-seven years.
